buggy simply beeause our father 
had one. Instead, we use the new 


and more serviceable meang of trav-

tory manager, the contractor, all 
continually strive to find labor-say- 
ing devices, They do away with 
antiquated apparatug and replace it 
with machines for increasing output. 
Greater production by the individu- 
al ma demand of the times. 

Yet when these same men reach 
their homes the thoughts of advanc- 
ed methods and convenience seem 
left behind, They retain lighting 
equipment whieh was prebably con- 
sidered the best when it was instal]- 
ed but which is now obsolete because 
of the developments in the industry 
and the knowledge of proper light- 
ing learned from experience and in- 
vestigation. 

Careful thought was given to the 
lighting of our house and hag result- 
ed, I believe, in eur having a well 
lighted home. It is well lighted 
since each fixture was selected to 
provide sufficient light where it 
might be needed, A center light 
gives general illumination, while 
portable lamps placed by easy 
chairs, for reading or sewing, bring 
the light directly where desired. A 
shade in harmony with the fixture 
and the room covers each bulb but 
all are dense enough to prevent 
glare or eyestrain. Some are glass, 
some are silk and some are parch- 
ment, each being adapted to its sur- 
roundings. The basement shades 
are metal. 

Small bulbs are used in decora- 
tive lamps to prevent annoying 
bright spots; frosted bulbs, where 
there is a possibility ef their being 
seen with discomfort. Portable 
lamps are placed on each side of 
the mirror on the dressing _ tables 
and brackets on each side of the 
bath-room mirror to illuminate the 
features on both sides, thus avoid- 
ing shadows. The shades prevent a 
bright light from being reflected in- 
to the eyes. 

Flach } bulbs in exeess of 
foot and since 
the wall Le littl: light 
is absorbed by them, thus avoiding 
the necessity of larger bulbs. 

The center fixture in the living 
room has two 150 watt bulbs. There 
are two floor lamps and one table 
lamp, each containing two 40 watt 
bulbs. The brackets over the man- 
tel and two small decorative lamps 
each have a 15 watt bulb. Four 
single convenience outlets permit re- 
arranging the furniture. 

A fixture with four 40 watt bulbs 
hangs 26 inches above the dining 
room table while 15 watt candles are 
at each side of the buffet. A double 
convenience outlet is under the 
table and another by the buffet. 

Our kitchen is lighted by a 150 
watt ceiling fixture with a 40 watt 
lamp over the sink. Appliances may 
be attached to a double conven- 
ience outlet. 

Bach of the two bedrooms has a 
40 watt lamp at the head of the bed. 
Three double convenience outlets 
make rearrangement of the farni- 
ture easy. 

The two 40 watt braekets by the 
bathroom mirror furnish sufficient 
light. The 40 watt center fixture 
is unmecessary because of the small- 
ness of the room. The double eon- 
venience outlet is for appliances. 

The basement has 40 watt lamps

INCOME TAX FACTS AS SET 
FORTH IN REVENUE ACT. 


From week to week this paper will 
publish a_ series of income tax 
stories based on changes in tax legis- 
lation as embodied in the Revenue 
Act of 1924. The reduction in rates, 
2507, credit on “earned income” 
and other benefits of the new law as 
they effect the average taxpayer, are 
fully set forth. The stories are of 
informative value to millions of 
persons required to file returns of 
income for the year 1924, The 
| fourth article ef the series follows: 

“The revenue act of 1924 pro- 
vides that the status of a taxpayer 
| relative to the amount of his person- 
| al exemptions shall be determined by 
apportionment in accordance with 
the number of months the taxpayer 
was single, married, or the head of a‘ 
family. Under the preceding act 
the amount of the exemption to 
which the taxpayer was entitled was 
determined by his status as a single 
person, a married person, or the 
head of a family on the last day of | 
the taxable year, December 31, if 
the return was made on the calendar | 
year basis, as most are. 

For example, a taxpayer married 
on September 30, 1924, would be 


entitled to an exemption of $1,375. |

tage in case the load ‘becomes 
stuck on a hill or in the mud, when 
the trailer is detached, while the 
truck runs forward and from firm 
ground is able to pull the trailer 
load of poles. 

The number of poles carried by 
the trailer varies-from one to 20, 
depending on the size of pole and 
kind of wood, but the hauling of 
extremely heavy loads is not a 
common practice by the companies 
of the Bell System. 

Twenty years ago there was not 
a single motor-driven car in the 
service of the Bell System. Now 
there are more than 9,000 motor 
cars of various types, sufficient to 
furnish transportation for a large 
army, in constant use in connec- 


tion with outside plant construc- 
tion and maintenance work. { 

Previous to 1910 very few cars 
and no trucks were purchased. 
From 1910 to 1913 various types of 
equipment were placed in service, 
largely upon an _ experimental 
basis. The results were so favor- 
able that in the next six years the 
large number of horse-drawn 
trucks were superseded with mo- 
tor vehicles. By 1919, the motor 
fleet of the Bell System had reach- 
ed 7,200, and since then there has 
been a steady increase corre- 
sponding to the growth and re- 
quirements of telephone construc- 
tion and maintenance organiza- 
tions in handling their steadily in- 
creasing activities.
